NEWS OF THE MORNING. 


The yellow fever epidemic is ended 


and tho stricken cities are resuming 
their interrupted business.] 


There is great excitement in Constan- 


tinople in consequence of 
placards 


being posted inciting the inhabitants to 
revolt. 


A party of women in Fredricktown, 


Knox county Ohio, Sunday broke into a 
saloon and destroyed the liquors. . They 
•warned others to quit selling liquor. 


The libeler of Mrs. Langtry was sen- 


tenced to eighteen months imprisonment 
for libeling her; six months each for 
libeling several other ladies and at the 
expiration of his sentence to be under 
bonds of £1,000 for good bshavior for 
eighteen months. 


The canvass of the vote for members 


of the Ohio General Assembly cast on 
October 14th shows that the Bepnblicans 
elected 69 and the Democrats 45 mem- 
bers of the House, and that the Repub- 
licans elected 22 and the Democrats 15 
members of the Senate. Republican 
majority on joint ballot, 31. 


FIELD'S CHAXCES. 


The Stock Report speaks as follows 


of the likelihood of Judge Field becom- 
ing President. 


Justice Field thinks that the squelch- 


ing of Thurman in Ohio gives him 
(Field) a chance for the Democratic 
Presidential nomination. It might as 
well be Field as well as anybody else 
who is to walk the Democratic plonk 
next year, for the Republican candidate 
will win against the Field anyhow. But 
we should like to know the grounds on 
which Justice Field bases his claims 
for the Presidency. Perhaps it is his 
Chinese decisions, or it may be that his 
claims rest on the fact that he belonr-s 
to the Field family. He certainly could 
not carry the Pacific States; for there is 
not a prominent public man on the Pa- 
cific Coast who is so universally dis- 
liked and BO intensely unpopular.

FARES AND FREIGHTS ON 


THE CENTRAL PACIFIC 


IN NEVADA. . . 


From a leading article in* the Winne 


mnccn Silver^fitate we extract the fol- 
lowing:

Twenty cents per mile for freight and 


ten cents per mile for passengers ought 
to be sufficient to satisfy the most grasp- 
ing railroad corporation in Nevada, or 
in the United States for that matter. 
The fact, is, the maximum rates allowed 
by law for freight and passengers in Ne- 
vada are so exorbitant that the Central 
Pacific Railroad Company, heartless as 
it is said to be, does not pretend to col- 
lect them. 


The JOURNAL is in favor of the fullest 


discussion and investigation of railroad 
fares and freights in Nevada, not only 
upon tho Central Pacific but upon the 
Virginia and Truckee, Eureka and Pali- 
sade, the Austin and Battle Mountain 
when' completed, and any other local 
road that may be built in this State 
within the next year, or before the next 
session of the Legislature. The last 
Legislature made it comparatively easy 
for tho newspapers and the people to as- 
certain the rates, especially on freight, 
for it passed a provision in the 'Williams 
bill, calling for two printed copies to be 
posted in the offices at every station. 
This provision has been complied with, 
and if the Silver State or any other pa- 
per believes the rates are too high, we 
ask of them that they make specific 
charges. As wo understand it the great 
complaint against the Central Pacific is 
because we cannot get our through 
freights at San Francisco prices, ^Ne- 
•lada objects to being forced to pay the 
local rate back. The Central Pacific 
says: "Yon are not entitled to the bene- 
fit of the competitive rates; we could 
not give them to you if we would, and 
we would not if we could." The State 
cannot interfere with inter-State com- 
merce—to Congress alone can we look 
for help, and even if the Reagan bill be- 
comes a law it is no sure thing that we 
shall enjoy it. The local business of 
the Central Pacific in Nevada is noth- 
ing compared with tho through busi- 
ness. Nevertheless we believe the local 
rates might be reduced. If so, how 
rnach, and what do the people want? 
Say 5 cents per mile for fare; but who 
can name the rate per mile per ton for 
freight whether it shall be 10, or 8, or 
6, or 4, or 2, cents; or whether a classifi- 
cation mnde from the posted printed 
schedule would not be the most satis- 
factory. If you con do it. Mr. Kelly, 
of the Silvei State, why don't you? Let 
us know the rates to and from different 
places in the State on different articles, 
on cattle, base bullion, lumber, potatoes, 
silks, furniture, or anything else, and 
give us your ideas of whet the rate 
should be. Let the people and the rail- 
roads publish oil the information possi- 
ble, and then let the people say what 
they want.

OUR SUPREME JUSTICES. 


The Washington correspondent of the 


Sacramento Record-Union writes that 
paper an exceedingly interesting article 
concerning the Justices of the Supreme 
Court. We regret we have not the space 
to publish it in full. We extract the 
following: 


' The Justices of tho Court are a fine- 


looking body of men on the whole, not 
noted for unusual depth or research, as 
compared with former wearers of the 
gown. They -sit back in their high 
chairs with very much tne lookbf through 
passengers in a; parlor car. It is offi- 
cially that they suggest the idea of pomp 
or unapproachableness. 
Socially and 


individually they are pleasant gentlemen 
to meet, and considerably more unas- 
suming than an average Departmental 
Chief Clerk. Their duties are neces- 
sarily arduous, as they have judicial 
districts of great extent allotted them for 
personal supervision in the vacation 
months from May to Ostober. The sen- 
ior Associate Justice, Nathan Clifford, of 
Maine, was appointed by President Bu- 
chanan in 1858; Noah H. Swayne, of 
Ohio, was appointed by Lincoln in Jan- 
uary, 1862, and in July of the same 
year, by the same, Samuel F. Miller, of 
Iowa, who is usually recognized as the 
ablest Judge upon the Bench; in 1863, 
also by President Lincoln, Stephen J. 
Field, of your own State; in February, 
1870, by President Giant, Justice Wil- 
liam Strong, of Pennsylvania; and the 
following month, by tho same, J. B. 
Bradley, of New Jersey, fncetionsly 
known as "Old Eight to 'Seven" in the 
memorable Electoral Commission. In 
1872 Presfdent Grant appointed Ward 
Hunt, of Utica, N. Y., at the suggestion 
of Senator Cockling, his friend and 
neighbor; and in 1874, he also appointed 
the Chief Justice, M. R. Waite, of Ohio, 
youngest of all the incumbents of the 
gown except J. M. Harlan, of Kentucky, 
nn appointee of President Hayes, in 
1877, who succeeded David Davis on his 
election to the United States Senate. 
Justice Davis received his appointment 
from Lincoln. It will thus be seen that 
Lincoln and Grant each made four ap- 
pointments to the Supreme Bench. In 
years. Justice Clifford is 76, Justice 
Swayno nearly 75, Justice Strong 71, 
Justice Hunt 69, Jnstice Bradley 66, 
Jrtbtice Miller 63, Justice Field will be 
63 on tho 4th of November, and also 
Chief Justice Waito on the 29th of the 
same month.
